shall be substituted, namely:— 


"Port or Pondicherry 

North.—A line drawn due east from the boundary pUlar erected on the sea¬ 
shore 1595 metres north from the centre of the Pondicherry New Pier 
to 10 fathoms of water. 

South.—A line drawn due east from the boundary pillar erected on the sea¬ 
shore 870 metres south from the centre of the Pondicherry New Pier 
to 10 fathoms of water. 

East.—A lino drawn from the eastern extremities of the north and south 
limits. 


WeaU —A line drawn from the northern boundary pillar to the southern 
boundary plUar, measuring approximately'2465 metres, paraUel to the 
shore, 45 ■ 720 metres above high water level at Spring tide, except that 
In respect of the stretch of fore-shore covered by the points 147 metres 
north and 107 metres south from the centre of the New Pier the line 
shall recede to 220 metres above high water level at Spring tide.”
